1. The attached tends to give me heartburn but I solicit 
your advice as to a course of action on which to proceed. 


2. With practically no exceptions whatsoever, personnel 
serving in the Executive Branch of the Goverrmenf-are precluded 
from first-class air travel within the United States, and for 
that matter almost on an international basis. - In the_instant 
case, aS you may remember, we detailed our employee 25X11 
ae the House Appropriations Committee for up TO 
Six-month period. We are now asked to approve any travel he 
might make under rules of the Legislative and not the Executive 
Branch. It is a demonstrably clear case of a double standard. 


3. I don't necessarily want to "tilt at windmills," but 


_it does seem to me[___|should be subjected to this same 


discipline as any other member of the Executive Branch within 
which he continues to remain as an employee. 


4. May I have the benefit of your counsel.
